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CAR OWNERS WILL 
PAY $75,000,000 
EXTRA IN GAS TAX 


Increases in 17 States, 
With Three Others 
Adopting Form 


Special from A. D. N,. Washington Bureag 
ASHINGTON, May 23. 
—As a result of an in- 
crease in the gasoline tax in 
seventeen states and the 
adoption of this form of taxa- 
tion by three others, namely, 
Illinois, Massachusetts and 
New York, motor car owners 
this year will shoulder an 
additional burden of approxi- 
mately $75,000,000, it was 
estimated today by the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association. 
In addition to the increase of 

1 cent per gallon in the seventeen 
States and the new tax in three 
others, Oregon has already in- 
creased the rate effective in 1930, 
while legislatures in other states 
are now considering raising the 


existing rate. 
The 
three states, just ten years ago, and 
today it is a means of raising rev- 
enue in all of the forty-eight states 
and the District of Columbia. 
Moreover, during this time the 
total amount of the tax has risen 
from around $10,000,000 to over

The Buick Motor Company con- 
tends that it does not do business in 
the state of Arkansas; that dis- 
tributors of Buick cars in Arkansas 
are independent of the home con- 
cern, and that the company’s trans- 
actions with the distributors take 
place out of the state. 

The outcome of the suit will be 
watched with great interest, as the 
same law taxing automobile manu- 
facturers also taxes accessories, 
garages, tire dealers. bus lines and 
operators.

Agreement Reached to 
Keep Present Duty on 
Black Strap Molasses 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, May 23.—Agree- 
ment has been reached by Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House to 
strike out from the tariff bill the 
provisions increasing the duty on 
black strap molasses from one- 
sixth of a cent a gallon to 21-5 
cents. 

Indications are that enough Re- 
publican members have been lined 
up to put through the elimination 
of the proposed increases. 

The proposal to increase the duty 
on black strap molasses has been 
vigorously fought by automotive 
concerns as well as the paint, drug 
and varnish industries. Opposition 
by these industries was based on 
the fact that the boost would result 
in an increase of 6 cents a gallon 
on alcohol made from black strap. 
This alcohol is used in the manu- 
facture of lacquers and is also used 
as anti-freeze in radiators during 
the winter. 

_ The farm bloc had demanded an 
increase in duty on black strap mo- 
lasses to 8 cents a gallon, so as to 
force the use of corn as a substi- 
tute for the molasses in the pro- 
duction of industrial alcohol. Black 
strap comes principally from Cuba. 


Willys-Overland Dealers 
Increased 68% in Y ear 


TOLEDO, O., May 23.—An in- 

crease of 68 per cent. in 
Willys-Overland retail outlets 
from May 1, 1928, to May 1 of this 
year is announced, this gain set- 
ting the largest year’s increase in 
the history of the company. 

On May 1, the Willys-Overland 
dealer organization reached a record 
total of 8,443, which includes au- 
thorized service stations, as com- 
pared with 5,024 on May 1, 1928, a 
gain of 3,419 for the twelvé-month 
period. 

Since the first of the year, when 
the company’s new line of Whip- 
pets and Willys-Knights were first 
shown, nearly 1,000 new retail out- 
lets have been added for the 
Willys-Overland line, and indica- 
tions point to a continuance of 
the present large growth.

See No Abatement in 


Output in Near 
Future 


KRON, May 23. — Tire 

and rubber plants in 
this section which have been 
operating at capacity since 
the first of the year show no 
signs of curtailing activities 
now or in the immediate fu- 
ture, according to a survey 
conducted here. 


While dealers’ stocks of tires 
throughout the country show an 
increase of 16 per cent. over last 
year, the stocks of finished goods 
are in no cases reported abnor- 
mal. Tire manufacturers in this 
center report a _ record-breaking 
business and no signs of abate- 
ment evident. Plant operations 
are being continued at capacity 
twenty-four hours a day and six 
days a week. 

Employment in Akron, which de- 
pends chiefly on the rubber com- 
panies, is at a level corresponding 
to the ak of 1918 and a short 
period of 1920. 

The continued large automobile 
production so far in the present 
year has worked advantageously 
for the new equipment producers 
such as Goodyear and Firestone. 
The former is currently producing 
around 74,000 tires daily in its 
Akron plants, with a total of 
103,000 for the entire company. 

Firestone is supplying from 40 to 
50 per cent. of the total tire re- 
quirements of Ford and is rated 
with a present daily production of 
50,000 units in Akron and a 65,000 
total. 

Along with the new equipment 
business there has been a replace- 
ment demand of very substantial 
proportions, especially in tires of 
the larger sizes both for passenger 
cars and for commercial purposes, 
due primarily to the open winter 
and increasing industrial demands. 

Goodyear and Firestone shared 
well in this business, and the B. F. 
Goodrich Company has enjoyed one 
of the best periods in its history. 

April, a record month, was 
backed by a good March, and de- 
mand, it is reported, has been 
well sustained in the present 
month. Total production of Good- 
rich is around 72,000 units daily, 
with 50,000 turned out in the 
Akron plant.

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Farm Wages 


- a recent report ‘by the Department of Agriculture a 
comparison drawn between farm 

trial wages for comparable work, which indicates that the 
farm hand is as well or better off than the industrial worker. 
The leveling factor what the department calls “per- 
quisites,” meaning food, housing and other incidentals 
usually supplied by the farmer to his hands. 

The report estimates the farm value of the perquisites 
at $30.34 a month; but the retail value, the price which the 
industrial worker would have to pay for the same products, 
is very much higher. The total wages and perquisites re- 
ceived by farm hands vary in different sections of the 
country. For instance, in the South Atlantic states the total 
is $59.78, in New England it is $88.15 and on the Pacific 
Coast it is $104.98. 

The real interest in this lies in the fact that farm 
hands are legitimate prospects for certain classes of motor 
transportation. The man earning $104.98 per month 
might be considered out of the car-buying class, but when 
we figure that in that sum are included food and housing, 
the man has a cash income large enough to enable him to 
purchase some sort of a vehicle to increase his efficiency. 


Mr. Nash Looks Ahead 


N a recent statement Charles W. Nash said: “As for the 
| automobile industry in general, I said at the beginning 
of this year the industry should be satisfied in 1929 with 
as large a volume of business as in 1928. That I still main- 
tain.” 

In 1928 our own and Canadian plants produced 4,601,- 
130 motor vehicle units. So far this year we have turned | 
out approximately 2,200,000 units. If Mr. Nash’s prediction

should be literally fulfilled we would still have about 2,400,- | 


000 vehicles to build before the end of 1929. 

We are inclined to think that Mr. Nash is just 
conservative in his estimate. 
increasing flood of Ford production will pull the total for 
1929 above the record level that 1928 produced. 
in production during the first four months was due largely 
to Ford output, which does not seem, nevertheless, 
upset the general market for vehicles. Our own guess would 
be a 1929 production of something over 5,000,000 motor 
vehicles for the United States and Canada. 

But if our production should not exceed the 4,601,000 
mark set in 1928, the automotive industry would still have} 
no tears to shed. The value of its product last year reached | 
the mighty sum of $3,162,798,880. The industry consumed | 
18 per cent. of all the steel produced in this country, 85 per 
cent. of all the rubber brought in and 74 per cent. of all the 
glass made, besides other products in sufficient amount to} 
maintain vast industries in operation. It gave employment 
to 4,341,000 persons and supplied the means of existence to 
at least three times as many dependents. 

No, if the 1928 level of automotive production is main- 
tained in 1929, we shall have no cause for “viewing with 
alarm.”
